He
says during the negotiations th'e Rus-
sian minister te the United States
asked Secretary of State Olney whethcr
it was a treaty of offen se and dofense
and whether It committed the two
countries te an alliance. x

lematlc acceptance of the term it was
net such a treatj', but was an alliance
with Great lirltain In support of the
Menroo doctrine, Great lJritaln, by the
terms of the Venezuelan treaty, hav
ing acknowledged the validity of the
iMonreo doctrine, which hitherto she
had affected te regard as merely the
ipse dixit of the United States net hav-
ing the force of international law.

The Chronlcle vouches for the cor-

rectness of the foregoing nod clnims
te be in a position te declare, that the
American executive holds that with
Great Britain's support the danger of
European Interference In the western
hemisphere vanishes and the United
StateB becomes Buprcme. This, the
paper says, was one of the chief rea-
sons that caused the United States te
endeavor te secure the treaty. The
American government new does net
fear that any power will question the
Monree doctrine.

It adds that Russia mere than once
offered assistance te the United States
when" the relations with Great Britain
threatoned te become ruptured. The
secretaries of state recognized that
the offers were net prompted se much
by friendship for the United States as
Iby enmity for England. If Russia had
any influence in Washington it would
be dlrected te preventing ratification
of the treaty by the senate.

FINANCIERS MEET.

Opening Day of the Monetary Conference
at Indianapolis.

Indianapolis, Ind., Jnn. 18 This
city is full of financiers. At 2 o'clock
Tuesday afternoon the monetary con-

ference was called te erdor in Tomlin-Be- n

hall, mero then 300 delegates be-

ing assembled. Hugh II. Hanna,
chairman of the executive comrait-tc-e,

appointed at a preliminary
conference November 18 last, and
his associates had selected 'the fol-

lowing temporary efficers: E. O. Stun-nar- d,

of Missouri, tempo-
rary chairman) J. W. Smith, secretary
of the local beard of trade, nnd also of
the executive committee, secretary.
Later Smith gave way te Evans Wool-Ie- n

as permanent secretary. He Is the
secretary of the Commercial Nclub of
Indianapolis.

Mr. 8tanard, on taking the chair.
speko 15 minutes.

Among ether things, he said: "The
present financial methods of our gov-

ernment are largely theso adopted
during the war, when there were great
emergencies. I bollevo there Is a very
strong and constantly Increasing con-

viction among our peeplo that semo

Mr. J. W. Smith, secretary of In-

dianapolis beard of works, read the
call under which the convention as-

sembled. The emphatic terms of the
call declaring it te be the sontiment of
the, business men of the country that
they should take part In shaping the
financial legislation of the country
and they would never agree te any
preposition which would degrade
the present standard of val-

ues, were received with applause.
Mr. Hanna presented the report of
executive committee pursuant te the
resolutions of instructions adopted at
a preliminary conference December 1

It Is said the cemmitteo has sent out
invitations te the beards of trnde, com-

mercial clubs and such like organiza-
tions of all cities in the United States
of a population of 8,000 and greater,
according te the last census, request-
ing them te send delegations te this
convention. Thcre are assembled here
300 delegates, representing business or-

ganizations of cities in nearly every
state In the union.

The committee recommended for the
temporary organization a committee
en credentials, en permanent organ-
ization, en rules and order of busi-
ness, each consisting of 15 members;
that all resolutions coneerning tne
currency and banking systems and
medo of procedure shall be referred
without debate te the committee en
resolutions, te be appointed by the
permanent chairman; that each dele-
gate present shall be entitled te one
vote; that the hours for holding the
sessions snail be 10 a. m. te l p. m.,

2.30 te 0 p. m., and 8 te 10 p. m.
The committee en permanent organ-

ization recommended the name of C
Stuart Patterson, of Pennsylvania, for
president and a vice president from
each state represented. Evans Woolen,
of Indianapolis, wm named for per-
manent secretary, and W. V. C. Celt,
sergeant-at-erm- s. It was also rocem-raonde- d

that the ether committees
named be continued, and that a cem-
mitteo en resolutions of eno from each
btate be appointed. Adopted.

Mr. Patterson was escorted te the
platform by Messrs. E. B. Martindnle
and II. U. Hanna, of Indianapolis,
and Mr. Lewry, of Atlanta, Ge. He
addressed the convention.

In accordance with the previsions of
the report of the committee en perma-
nent organization, the state delega-gutien- s

elected vice presidents and
members of the committee en resolu-
tions.

Hen. J. H. Walker, of Massachusetts,
chairman of the house committee en
banking and currency in the present
congress was Invited te address the
convention, which he consented te de.

At the conclusion of Mr. Walker's
remarks the convention took a recess
until 8 o'clock Tuesday evening.

At the evening session Mr. Daus- -

man, of Chicago, presented the first
preposition for the consideration of
the convention. It provided for the
appointment of a committee of nine
members, te be appointed by the pres-

ident of the United States within 80

days, Including one member from the
senate cemmitteo en finance and eno
from the houae committee en banking
and currency. The committee shall
investigate the financial subject
sitting in Washington and make
report te congress of their conclusions
by bill or otherwise. The members
ether than the senator and representa-
tive named shall be paid for their serv-
ices by the government. Three shall
be bankers, three merehants or manu-

facturers and eno a political economist
representing the several geographical
seettens of the oeuntry.

Geerge T. Tanner, of Indianapolis,
offered a serles of resolutions declar-
ing in favor of a refundlng of the na-

tional debt, the retirement of green-
backs, a mere expensive system of na-

tional bank ourreney and the Imposi-

tion of severe ponaltles 'upon national
bank directors for failure of duty, te

Many Particulars, Are Mr.

--Meney's Representations
In

Of Affairs in Cuba, Pronounced by J.
H. Weed, of New Yerk.

This Defender of Spain Says That Around
Ilavnna the Spanish Are In Control-Distor- ted

Iteperts Are Common te
Ileth Sides Quanabacea Affair.

Nkw YeitK, Jan. 18. The represen-
tations of Hernande de Sote Meney,
member of congress and senator-elec- t
from Mississippi, as te the state of af-

fairs in Cuba, are pronounced te be in-

correct in many particulars by J. A.
Weed, an architect of 163 Breaawrty,
who was in Cuba at the time of Mr.
Meney's visit, and has personally In-

vestigated the situation there.
Mr. Meney states that only a few

days before his arrival the Insurgents,
three nights In succession, attacked
the city of Quanabacea, containing 25,-00- 0.

Inhabitants, within four or five
miles of the city of Havana and burned
25 houses, and that they were unop-
posed by Weyler's troops.

"New," said Mr. Weed, "I learned
beyond a shadow of a doubt that net
mero than two insurgents were killed.
And yet In the report given out by Mr.
Meney It appears that he added of his
volition nine persons te the list of the
dead as was irresponsibility estimated
at first

"Mr. Meney says that the Insur-

gents are se close and powerful that
they levy a tax en all the fruit, vege-
tables, corn, milk and meat that enter
Havana. Around Havana the suburbs
are all under Spanish control, and the
country nover looked se prosperous,
agriculturally, asvnew.

"Travelers visiting Havana and net
being otherwlse informed would find
nothing whatever in the city te indi-

cate that there is a war in progress en
the island. It is very difficult for a
man without experience and exten-
sive acquaintance en the island te
secure reliable knowledge of the
state of affairs. If he does net
speak Spanish he must iHspend en the
interpreters, who are seldom the best
authority. Distorted reports are com-

mon te both sides, depending, as is
usually the case, en the hopes, sympa-
thies or prejudices of the narrators,
who pass them en until they be-

come the property of the public
through the papers. In Havana Mr.
Meney is called "hener Dienere." The
residents are of the opinion that he
went there for notoriety, in the acqui-

sition of which the newspapers of the
United States show him te be an adept.
When I heard his description of the
message irem Gen Lee te Secretary
Olney I fully expected that it would
be denied by Geu. Loe.

eold, aged 10, and her brethur Arthur,
nged 15, who lived at 4314 Farll avenue.
A party of 35 girls and boys
returning from school gathered at
a deep quarry pond nt Scanlon
place and Kossuth avenue at 4:30 p. in
nnd began skating en the thin ice,
that was only one dny old. While the
fun was at its height the ice in the
center of the pond gave way and six
skaters went down. Twe were res-

cued by their companions, but the eth-

ers were beyond reach and sank at
once. A thousand people gathered
about the pond and sought te find the
bodies. The fire department was called
nnd before 0 o'clock all the bodies had
been recovered.
